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Education Now A Necessity 

In this modern world of satellites; rockets, and 
super-H bombs, a college education lias become a neces- 
sity. While a short time ago a high school diploma was ad- 
equate for advancement in professional and vocational 
fields, nowadays it is the individual with the college edu- 
cation who forges to the front in his field. 

As is true of most things today, it costs money to 
go to college. ' This factor limits many potential college 
students from receiving a higher education, It qosts to 
take time away from a paying job to go to college, which 
many students cannot afford. 

This is where a junior college comes into the pic- 
ture. Perhaps the biggest single attraction of a junior 
college is the low cost for attending the school. All stu> 
dents should be grateful for the economy made possible to 
students at Palm Beach Junior College, 

Another advantage of our -junior college is its co- 
ordinated program with senior colleges of Florida, enablr 
tag students to continue their education after taking cour- 
ses at P.BJ.C. 

For the student taking the two year course toward 
the Associate Bachelor of Arts degree there are many 
fields for employment, among them nursing, business and 
art. 

Beacause of our small enrollment, in comparison 
with senior colleges, a more personal relation between 
faculty and students exists. P.B.J.C.'s guidance program 
and counseling is more complete and beneficial to all 
students. Each instructor takes an interest in his students. 

Many high school graduates are not quite ready to 
go away from home and be just one of thousands, where 
no one cares particularly about them. At a junior college 
these Individuals are prepared gradually for senior college 
life. 

A junior college, on the other hand, does not "baby" 
its students. Campus life is similar to other colleges. The 
t>ig difference is that it takes an interest hi each indi- 
vidual, helping him to become acquainted with college life. 

Friendships acquired during college are very im- 
portant ones. At a junior college one gets a better oppor- 
tunity to become acquainted with people. Because the cam- 
pus itself is comparatively small, the students are all in 
close contact with one another. This enables them to meet 
each other and become friends. 

When you get right down to it, a junior college, 
especially our junior college, is a very good place to re- 
ceive two years of college education.

To Read, Spell Well 

Mr. Duncan continued, "Stu- 
dents cannot understand because 
they cannot read, and they eannot 
read because they cannot under- 
stand simple phrase and clause con 
struction. They are utterly lost 
when construction becomes involv- 
ed. There is nothing mysterious a- 
boiit one's ability to read. If one 
can spell correctly and has a de- 
veloped sense of phrase and clause 
construction, he can read well."

! ABSENCES 

A student is expected to attend all classes and labor- 
tories for which he is registered. Any time a student is 
absent lie must report his absence, and the reason for 
his absence, on the form provided in the deans' offices. 
Otherwise, his absence is to be considered unexcused. 
If the student is absent because of illness, an emergency, 
or authorized school business, the absence is to be con- 
sidered excused, and the student is to be permitted to 
make up examinations and other work he has missed. 
If he is absent for other reasons, he is considered un- 
excused and is not to have the privilege of making his 
work up. 

School business is considered authorized only when it 
is permitted by the administration and sanctioned by 
the faculty advisor, who must post the authorization 
in the office before the absence occurs. 
A list of unexcused absences for the week will be post- 
ed on the official bulletin board. 

(5) When the number of a student's unexcused absences in 
any class exceeds the number of hours the class meets 
per week, the studnt will be dropped from the class 
.with a withdrawn failing record. 
!t is understood that,. whether excused or unexcused, 
absence involves a scholastic loss and probably a low- 
er grade. 

Under no circumstances will the student be granted 
credit in a course if he misses more than 25 c / of his 
classes.

presentations will be supplement- 
ed by- periodic tests, textbook 
reading assignments, problem sol- 
ving, and other out-of-elass activi- 



gram, "Continental Classroom", 
planned primarily for high school 
science teachers, will be telecast 
from 6:30 to 7:00 a.m., local time 
Monday through Friday, through 

June 5. 

Thousands to View 
It is anticipated that, in addition 
to teachers, the course will be 
viewed by a large audience of 
college students, gifted high school 
nimiis . engineers, and others who 



wish to increase their knowledge 
of nuclear physics. 

During the first semester "Con- 
tinental Classroom" wall be devot- 
ed to those aspects of physics ne- 
cessary, to an understanding of 
atomic and nuclear physics: ki- 
nematics, light, dynamics, elect- 
ricity and magnetism. In the se- 
cond semester, emphasis will be 
on nuclear and atomic physics.

All absences are detri- 
mental to a student's work. 

Students officially representing 
the college will not be counted ab- 
sent provided the work missed is 
made up 'within five school days 
of absence. 

All absences must be satisfac- 
torily, explained to the instruc- 
tors before a student is permitted 
to make up the work missed A 
student who fails to make up work 
within 5 school days of an absence 
win lose the privilege of making 
it up and an "F' f will be recorded 
for the day, 

A -student who is not in Hie class- 
sroom on the hour will- be counted 
as tardy. If 19 minutes of the 
class are missed he will be count- 
ed as absent and not tardy, three 
tardies will be counted as one 
aibse^iee,. .. . . 

Air absences will be considered 
excessive and the student will lose 
credit and be dropped from the 
course as soon as the number of 
absences equals the following: 
Courses meeting once a week 
3 absences 
.Courses meeting twice a week 
' ' 4 absence.'? 
Courses meeting three . times a 
week . 5 absences 

Courses meeting four times a 
week 6 absences 

Courses meeting iflve times a 
week 7 absence's 

One class hour equals one met- 
ing. 

When a student Is absent, he, or 
she niust, if requested by the in- 
structor, fill out 'an absence' stat- 
ement, giving the student's name; 
date of absence, period absent, 
instructor's name and reason for 
Ills absence. 

Being absent for a test or ex- 
amination, aitmounced previously, 
"will cost a student $2.# for a 
test and $3.00 for ah examination, 
for tlie privilege 1 of -taking the test 
late.

The only three reasons a student 
may be acceptably absent are for 
a -serious illness, death in the 
family, or an emergency. 

Excessive absences on the stu- 
dent's part is determined by how 
many times a course meets a 
week. If a student is absent five 
times in a six - allowed - absen- 
ces - course the instructor of that 
course issues a "warning sheet" 
including, the student's .name,

ject, and the days of past absen- 
ces are listed,

Boca Raton College To Offer 
Educational Opportunities 

State Rtep. Ralph J. Blank, Jr., was quoted in several 
papers recently as saying that State Board of Control of- 
ficials are "very enthusiastic" about the educational oppor- 
tunities involved in the new state four-year college to be 
built at Boca Raton. Tentative plans call for the school to 
receive its first students in the fall of 1964. 



"I talked this morning with 
Broward Culpepper, executive di- 
rector of the Board of Control," 
Blank said, "and he told me that 
he already had a check for $25,000 
on aaiiid from the National Fund 
for the Advancement of Educa- 
tion, to begin planning." 

The board accepted a $50,000 
grant from the fund on Sept. 18, 
to aid in working out educational 
aims, methods and curriculum for 
tlie new college.

Teacher Shortage Shown 
By American Institute 
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A shortage of science teachers in 
colleges and universities and a 
need for improved science and 
mathematics education were re- 
vealed by national educational 
surveys conducted recently 

The American Institute of Phy- 
sics reported that the most criti- 
cal need is for physics teachers 
and that the immediate future in 
this area is "gloomy." 

1000,000 Affected 

Dr. Elmer Hutehisson, Institute 
Director, said the situation poten- 
tially affects 100,000 college stu- 
dents who take one or more phy- 
sics courses to fulfill science re- 
quirements, in addition to 16,000 
undergraduate physics majors and 
graduate students, He said: 

"In spite of the need to encour- 
age a greater number of. talented: 
young peopte to ester. the;i>hpsieal 
sciences, we . a r e ..completely 
blocked- unless we have sufficient 
numbers of qualified faculty mem- 
bers to teach them when they get 
to college. We must find a way to 
attract a larger number of prom- 
ising students to careers in col- 
lege teaching of physics." 

Findings Disclosed 

Some findings of the survey, con- 
ducted by Dr. William C. Kelly, 
director of education at the A. I. 



P. and former University of Pitts- 
burg faculty member, showed: 

1. Of the 536 colleges and univer- 
sities which have a four-year un- 
dergraduate major program in 
physics, 490 took part in the sur- 
vey and 451 reported that in some 
degree their needs for physics 
teachers are not being met and 
that they have been forced to re- 
sort to various substitutes. 

2. Forty-nine percent said that 
their physics teacher are carrying 
heavy "overloads" - doing more 
than is considered good practice 
in colleges. Another 30 percent re- 
ported graduate or undergraduate 
assistants being relied upon to an 
"undesirable" degree in teaching. 

3. Nearly half reported that the 
teaching loads "markedly reduc- 
ed" time available to physicists 
for research and other scholarly 
activities. 

• 4. Class teaching situations need 
improvement. Many have had to 
cancel classes because of inade- 
quate staffs and class sizes have 
increased to an "undesirable de- 
gree" at 36 per cent of the insti- 
tutions. 

5. Departmental chairmen esti- 
mate 688 Ph. D. physicists are 
needed to correct the situation. 
Only 444 such degrees were grant- 
ed in 1956-57 in the U.S. and more 
than half of these physicists did 
not go into teaching.

A leading authority on cancer 
research flatly declared that "ex- 
cessive cigarette smoking has 
been conclusively proven to pro- 
duce cancer of the lungs." 

Dr. E. V. Cowdry of St. Louis, 
Mo., head of the Wernse Cancer 
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Research Institute at Washington 
University, said he based bis opin- 
ion on two main factors: 

That statistics show cancer of 
the lung is more frequent in per- 
sons who are heavy smokers. 

That scientists have isolated 
carcinogenic substances in ciga- 
rette smoke that will produce can- 
cer in experimental animals, 

Cowdry, who was guest of hon- 
or at a meeting of the Pan Ameri- 
can Cytology Society meeting in 
Miami said he believes the smoke 
from cigarettes was the biggest

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Here Are The Whys 

At the beginning of the fall term Junior College 
students were introduced to a new method of morning 
announcements. Instead of the previous use of the public 
address system at the beginning of the 9 o'clock class, 
to which many faculty members were vigorously opposed, 
bulletins are published daily announcing the activities 
scheduled for the day. 

Students and even some faculty voiced strong 
objections to the new system. Announcements just 
weren't getting across; in other words, people just weren't 
taking the time to read the bulletins. We, the students, 
could find no "why" for the new method. We knew of the 
-objections from various .instructors, but, other than that, 
we could see no valid reason. No one offered us any. 

The administration was approached on the 
subject, and after an explanation, we now have a "why", 
lu fact, we have many "whys". First of all, we must ad- 
mit the public address system, was faulty at times. It kept 
going on the. blink,. and very often it did not work at alL 

Because anouncements were broadcast only 

once a day, those students who were not on campus at 

& o'clock did not hear them. The bulletins are posted all 

•'fey,' thus giving students an opportunity to read them 

at any time. 

Most colleges throughout the countiy use the 
.■bulletin system of announcements, and in striving -to keep 
-P.B.J.C. up with the rest, the administration introduced 
this system, 

Looking into the future of J.C., we find that 
many new buildings are slated for construction. Were we 
using the public address system, this would call for 
an., enlargement of the control board in the main office. 
The panel can accommodate only so many switches, and 
Hrentiially. there would be a need for an .entire new con- 
rol board, which would involve a great expense. It would 
sost $2,70-0.00. to equip a new technical building with wir- 
ing alone. 

On the other hand, a suggestion was made to 

revert to the old method of the public address system 

only at a different time. This time would come immediat- 
ely at the end of the o'clock class. This would call for 
- time out of a class period but only from the activity 
'od, which technically doesn't begin until 10 o'clock, 
argument for the morning announcements maintains 
fact that most of the students would hear the notices 
. would not have to be relied upon to read them. (This 
as not infer that the students are unreliable!)

Admins tratlon Is Concerned 

In the Octoher 'issue, .of -the BEACHCOMBER 
-the results of a poll for suggestions to relieve the traffic 
problem at the intersection of -Congress Avenue and Lake ■ 
Worth R/oad were published. Palm Beach Junior College 
students will be interested to learn that the administra- 
- tion has been working on this situation, 

Coinciding with the main suggestion for a 
traffic light, the administration has been -trying, for th© 
past two years to have a light installed. The County Com- 
mission was approached on the subject, and they agreed 
that a light was needed. However, because the involved 
roads are state roads, the Comity Commission had no au- 
thority to take action, 

A petition was then sent to the State Road 
Department, who ran traffic counts on the number of 
automobiles using this intersection. Despite the long lines 
of cars during school hours, there was not sufficient 
traffic over a twenty-four hour period to warrant a light, 
J.C.'s administration still felt there was a need 
for a traffic light and referred the issue back to the County 
Commission, At present the college and the Commission 
are working' on the problem in hopes of coming up with a 
feasible solution. Also helping in the campaign for a light 
is the Lake Worth Chief of Police, who is likewise con- 
cerned about the .situation, 

After reading the, poll in the BEACHCOMBER, 
President Harold C. Manor stated, "We are happy to know- 
that the students are aware of the dangerous condition, 
and we do want the students to exercise every precaution 
because we are vitally coacerned for their safety and .

with expenses encounted. I 
might mention that the state 
specifies that school cafeterias 
are to be self-sustaining organ- 
izations; the only outside help 
our cafeteria receives is college 
payment of the utility bill. Each 
month our cafeteria is required 
by law to file a complete and de- 
tailed report to the state showing 
all expenses and gross receipts 
for the month. 

To give you some Idea of the 
problems encountered, the cafe- 
teria has to gross $300 per day 
just to cover salary payment. 
Using this as a basis, we can 
reason, since payroll is roughly 
one-third of expenses, the cafe- 
teria has to gross $600 per day 
to keep itself in the black. Out 
of all the school cafeterias in our 
county, eighteen of them ran la 
the red last year. I'll gra nt you, 
Sarge is by ho means planning 
to let this happen to our cafe- 
teria. 



The other day, after finishing 
my lunch, I cornered "Sarge" 
and confronted her with these 
comments, I soon found out why 
Mrs. McTaggert is "called Sarge. 
When, she started to talk, there 
was no slopping her. Here is 
what I found out through our 
discussion. For one thing, Sarge 
is by no means inexperienced in 
managing cafeterias. She has 
owned her own restaurant and 
has had extensive training in all 
phases of restaurant work. I 
would imagine our accounting 
students icoukl learn interesting 
things about cost analysis and 
operating procedures from this 
gal. ' ' 

Here is a rundown on just 
where our lunch money goes; 
Payroll, 35 percent; Cost of food, 
62 percent; Miscellaneous expen- 
ses, 1 percent; and Replace- 
ment of Equipment, 2 percent.

On January 9, 1958, the faculty 
voted unanimously to accept this 
new organization, under the name 
of CM Sig, as a part of die school.

CM Sig has obtained top ranks, 
not only socially but also as a ser- 
vice to the school. The Chi Sig so- 
cial club is always ready to help 
the school, faulty, and administra- 
tive personnel. 

A quality of which CM Sig is 
proud is the Wgh moral standard 
it has set. This quality is reflected 
by-each member of the club. Chi 
Sig wants quality, not quanity, in 
its members. 

As a climax of a year of close 
brotherhood, social and service ac- 
tivities, CM Sig holds its annual 
CM Sig weekend, which is topped 
off with the CM Sig Inauguration 
Ball.

Baker And Pet Tarantulas 
Have Moving Friendship

Three western tarantulas named 
Sybil, Suela, and Suzie .are the 
pets of Mr. Howard Baker, in- 
structor of biology at PBJC. 

Sybil, most, famous of the ttiree, 
has been the subject of articles 
by the Associated Press, nature 
magazines,- and the "Strange As 
It Seems" column by Elsie Hicks. 
Sybil even. has a doctor interested 
tn her. He inquires about her fre- 
quently and they exchange Christ- 
mas cards. Mr. Baker, who has 
owned Sybil for 8% ■ years, esti- 
mates ker, age to be somewhere 
around. 20' years. She is very 
black and-wieghs about 30.9 grams. 
In spite of her. weight, she can 
climb up , clean glass .because of 
the suction crips on each leg. 
Lays Eggs 
'■■■■'. Suela; ;more . nervous than Sybil, 
has been , the property of Mr. Ba- 
ier for. 5% years. A short time 
after he acquired: -her, she layed 
eggs and .jealously protected them 
for 22- days! They then just disap- 
peared, so Mr. Baker assumes 
that she ate them. 

Suzie, the . youngest of all, is 
brown, but will eventualy become 
black ..after .her annual shedding of 
outer covering. She is also the 



most active of the three. 

Contrary to popular thought, 
western tarantulas are not prone 
to bite except for protection. They 
are kept in large, dark cans with 
sand and water. Their diet con- 
sists mainly of the juices of in- 
sects, preferably grasshoppers. 
After eating, the pulp of the In- 
sect is placed in a neat pile along 
with other refuse. 

Few Live 

Tarantulas lay from 375 to 400 
eggs In a cocoon a little larger 
than an English walnut. There is 
a high mortality rate, so few of 
them live. 

Mr. Baker, instructor in micro- 
biology and general biology, has. 
enjoyed hunting ■. tarantuals (or 
nearly 30 years. They are caught 
by teasing them out of hillsides, 
then picking them -up from behind. 
The three that he owns now all 
came from Arkansas. However, 
Hiey may be found in Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma,' New Mexico, and Texas. 
Mr. Baker has been bitten twice. 
After an application of antisceptie, 
only a red spot the size of a dime 
remained.

Duncan Urges 

Changes In Lit Instruction 



"College professors must make 
far-reaching changes in the way 
they study and teach literature if 
they are to help save our civiliza- 
tion," Mr. Watson B. Duncan III, 
head of J.C.'s Department of Eng- 
lish, will tell the South Atlantic 
Modern Language Association at 
its current annual meeting in Au- 
gusta, Georgia, November 6-8. 
Mr. Duncan will appear on a panel 
discussion concerning the teaching 
of English literature. 

"Recent literary scholarship has 
resulted in ultimate bankruptcy be- 
cause it has forgotten its connec- 
tion with the life of the common 
man," Mr. Duncan will assert. 
Sciences Imitated 

"The over-all tendency of re- 
search in the modern languages 
and literature has been to imitate 
science in narrow specialization 
and the accumulation of facts of 
trivial interest," he will point out 

"The writings of graduate stu- 
dents preparing to teach in college 
too often show many facts but 
F ew ideas, barrenness of imagina- 
tion, and the lack of discriminat- 
ing taste." 

Program Proposed 

To counteract this tendency, Mr. 



Duncan will propose setting up a 
literature program to study the 
role of literature in life today. 
"Literature has relevance to the 
problems of yesterday, today, and 
tomorrow. By its very nature it 
has much to say of moral and spir- 
itual needs." 

Mr. Duncan will also appear at 
a round table discussion concern- 
ing problems involved in teaching 
freshman English. 



instructors. They will be in charge 
of interviewing the men who are 
failing.

Basically, here is Sarge's prob- 
lem: how to supply over 600 stu- 
dents with well-balanced meals and 
y*t keep the cost of the food down 
to student prices. When you have 
$50.00 ice bills and $30.00 garbage 
bills each and every month, this 
is not as easy as it may seem. 
Furthermore, our cafeteria pays 
the. same prices as any public 
restaraunt for its food. There are 
no discounts or Federal surplus 
fqod available to colleges. The one 
small advantage we do receive is 
food free oJ taxes; however, this 
is hegligibte., Above all this, Sarge 
has to make sure the meals are 
up to the. state's standards. 
Finance Discussed 
' After thanking -Sarge for . her 
comments, I stopped 'by. and saw 
Mr. James . Baugher, our finance 
director, and Dr. Harold C. Manor, 
our President. Both, gentleman 
were extremely cooperative. We 
discussed other problems encount- 
ered, such as salaries, inciease in 
food costs, etc. Dr Manor pointed 
out that the cafeteria runs on a 
cost basis, i e., it strives to pay 
expenses, not to show a profit. He 
further stated that if our eafcterla 
starts showing a credit on the 
books, the cost of coffee will be 
lowered to five cents a cup, if the 
credit is still there, other reduc 
tions in price or increases in food 
will take effect. 

The cafeteria is also contemplat- 
ing serving breakfast starting next 
semester. Breakfasts will Include 
eggs, bacon, toast, etc. I fcaow 
Sarge will appreciate ■ your com-, 
ments on this idea. Let her know 
next time you see her. Remember, 
the cafeteria at our college is 
there to serve you. In fact, Sarge 
would appreciate any constructive 
eritizism or praise you may have 
to rffer, '..■';.< 

I feel that we owe Sarge a vote 
of thanks and praise for her ef- 
forts to supply us students with 
well-balanced food, ,a welcome re- 
tef from the every^'hour studies.

Social clubs and all other groups, 
as well as individuals, may enter 
the race. Since everyone wil be 
running together, runners will be 
asked to wear some sort of Iden- 
tification, such as a banner across 
the chest or a sash. There will 
be no cleats of any kind, no track 
or warm up shoes allowed.

to say. 

''Good conversation is an ex- 
periment in getting along with 
people. If you try to clothe your 
thoughts with the same amount 
of attention you give to clothing 
your body, your Mends will just 
love it," Mr, Duncan concluded.

An Extra Christmas For 
A Wounded Soldier

I have always enjoyed Christmas 
at home with a beautiful Christ- 
mas tree and all the trimmings. 
Only this year I had Christmas 
twice. This is part of an actual 
story that happened about eight 
years ago. 

This story takes place at Fort 
Dlx Army Hospital at Fort Dlx, 
New Jersey. It is December 3, 
i950. I have been placed in the 
hospital to undergo an exploratory 
operation. 

While I stayed in the men's ward 
at this hospital, I met a man who 
was very unlike any man I have 
ever known. John, as I shall call 
him, had been seriously wounded 
in World War II and was still re- 
ceiving medical attention. This 
man had such an influence upon 
the .ward that all came and talked 
to him- and helped him as much as 
possible. John was a basket case; 
he had no arms or legs. 

I had been informed that John 
would not live -until Christmas. He 
was not informed of this fact un- 
til one night when the "entire men's 
wasd had a Christmas party. We 



fixed a room in the hospital to re- 
semble that of a home. We had a 
Christmas that had excelled any 
in emotions that I have ever 
known. . 

John, myself, and the rest of the 
ward went to this room. He did 
not have to be told why there was 
a Christmas party for him, be- 
cause he knew what this meant. 
He ate, laughed, and was merry 
during the party. To watch a. man 
about to meet death Is a very 
hard undertaking. When he 
laughed and told jokes, I would 
sit in the corner and wonder why 
men had to .die under such condi- 
tions. 

Two days after the. party I chan- 
ged wards. Having had an opera- 
tion which was -very painful, I pit- 
ied myself. This thought of mine 
soon changed when I noticed the 
flag at half-mast for one of the 
best loved men in the hospital. 
John had died while I was being 
operated on. The entire hospital 
mourned for two days to commem- 
orate the death of the servicemen 
who had given their lives, just as 
John did, to make this such a 
wonderful country to live in.

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Wanted: Solution, Agreement 

Each year at Palm JBeach Junior College the 
custom has been for the social clubs on campus to rush 
tentative pledges and to bid prospective members senii- 
annually— at the first quarter grading period and at the 
beginning of the second semester. 

Last year the members of the Inter-Social Club 
Council, in drawing up a constitution, changed this cus- 
tom. These individuals, who, incidentally, have since been 
graduated from J.C., thereby not being affected by this 
amendment, would have no rash or pledge, period at the 
semester; but instead, they would move the second rush 
season to the third quarter grading- period. 

Because the third quarter ends in April, arid a 
potential member of a social club must endure- a pledg- 
ing period of at least six weeks, time would allow the new 
member approximately only two weeks of actual mem- 
bership in the group for that year. Should the new mem- 
ber either be a graduating sophomore or a student not 
planning to return to the College, it would hardly be worth 
the time involved, . 

. In view of thi*,. the members of the present Inter- 
Social Club Council are trying to amend this section, of 
•the constitution. However, the representatives of the so- 
cial clubs cannot agree on a proposed amendment. Some 
of the social clubs feel that there should- be rushing not 
only at the semester but also at the third quarter grading 
period as well as at the first grading period, This would 
call for THREE rush seasons, 

■ m While Palm Beach Junior College IS growing, 

is hardly seems practical to adopt this plan. The fact that 
the school year would consist mainly of rush and pledge 
periods, as well as the financial cost to the social clubs, 
is enough to make a person wonder at the sense of tills 
proposal. 

Other representatives to the I.S.C.C. are making 
aii effort to fight the adoption of such an amendment 
However, because of the uneven number of member clubs 
m the I.S.C.C., the clubs vetoing this idea may be defeated 
or the amendment may become a stalemate. 

According to the constitution of the Council, a

Why the past custom of two rush and pledge 
at the usual seasons is not acceptable is still a

Because first quarter rash season was agree- 
to all, there is. no need for discussion on it. Hfow- 
', second semester rushing calls for some discussion 
udents who "make their grades" at the first semester 
ould be eligible for ntshittg- and would present no prob- 
iem. It is with the new students that the problem arises 
It could be the prerogative of each social club whether or 
not they wanted to take a chance on a new student's 
being eligible for initiation, which would depend on third 
quarter grades. This would necessitate having initiation 
for membership fall after that grading period, and all 
pledges, past or new students, becoming members would 
be determined by those grades. Because all social clubs 
are vying- for the scholarship trophies, members' grades 
are very important and should be given -great considera- 
tion. Under this plan there would be no need for any 
third quarter rushing or pledging.

I have been asked by certain 
persons to write an ariticle per- 
taining to the attendance at dan- 
ces held In our Student Cener. 
Many persons feel that attendance 
is not up to par with attendance 
recorded at outside dances. 
■ After talking with various or- 
ganizational leaders who spon 
sor these dances, they too voiced 
a similiar complaint. Unfortuna- 
tely, they were not able to offer 
any justifiable reason for the low 
rate attendance at these events. 
Actually, at some dances, the at- 
tendance has met the- sponsor's 
best expectations; however, just 
why the attendance varies in a 
seemingly unorthodox manner is 
still to be explained. 

It is entirely possible that stu- 
dents may have a subconscious 
feeling that they are being watch- 
ed by the faculty and the higher 
echelon personnel connected with 
our college. Due to this fear they 
feel restrained and therefore are 
unable to "let their hair down". 
When comparing dances at the 
student center with, say the three- 
dances held at the beginning of 
the first semester which were 
sponsored by members of our 
three men's social clubs, it Is easy 
to spot the contrast An interest- 
ing sideline to tMs. comparison Is 
that the expenses of the three 
dances, figured individually, were 
less, figuring time and money, 
than most dances, held at the col- 
lege. 

Another factor coincides with 
this problem of restraint; that is 
the factor of drinking. How many 
times have we entertained flasks 
at college dances? I myself can- 
not deny this. It is easy to visual- 
ize the scene. The dance is under- 
way and everyone is enjoying him 
self; quite innocently, your glass 
and possibly that of your date's 
disappears from sight only to re- 
appear In a moment or two some- 
what fuller. This and other pro- 
cesses to put flavoring in one's 
drinks is repeated many times 
throughout the duration of the 
evening, 

A few students are going to 
drink at a dance regardless of any 
penalty imposed against such 
acts. For instance, at the third 
dance thrown, in those chain of 
dances toy the social clubs, the 
social clib sponsoring the. dance 
was warned by college officials 
not to permit any alcoholic beve- 
rages at the dance. In the of- 
ficials' position, they had little 
choice, It was considered a dance 
sponsored by the college in as 
much as the college approved the 
social club's charter. Also,, it can- 
not be denied that at the other 
two dances there were some. pro- 
blems, encountered due to stu- 
dents overindulging in alcoholic . 
beverages. The club did their best 
to curb any drinking; however, it 
wasn't hard, to locate a bottle if 
one needed a little flavoring for 
his drink. 

Mentioned to me as a possible 
reason, was the attire worn by 
students. Students have comment- 
ed to me that at each dance he 
sponsor's devise some form of 
special attire necessary for ad- 
mission. This attire ranges from 
Sadie Hawkin's styling to semi- 
formal wear. There are students 
that fit into each category. How- 
ever, there are also students who 
do not care to be bothered with 
he. necessary "admission price" 
of specialized clottiing that is re- 
qiored. 

.Another factor, which I person- 
ally feel weighs heavily with the 
student body, is the type of band 
hired to entertain. I can. under- 
stand hiring a group composed of 
"reserved gentlemen" for a for- 
mal dance. However I, cannot see 
the object of hiring a similiar 
group for an informal or, for the 
matter, semi-formal daace. Most 
of the students like slow music 
and at times it is very approp- 



foody as a whole prefers fast and 
lively music to "reserved gentle- 
men" type of music. The small 
group of fast playing musicians 
of, say, four or five will usually 
outway any larger group of the 
more dignified players. Also to be 
taken Into consideration is that 
usually it is possible to employ 
the lively 'group at less- cost. : 

I don't believe that there is any 
single reason for the poor atten- 
dance figures at our college dan- 
ces. However, I do feel that at- 
tendance figures can be inscrease 
by capable leadership from any 
particular organization that spon- 
sors a dance at the Student Cen- 
ter, 

Asking around the campus for 
student opinions and ideas on this 
situation, I received these ans- 
wers. 



Dottie Burns: "Most dances lac 
the excitement that surrounds an 
event that is really special. The 
dances are more or less routine. 
Nevertheless, as a rule, I enjoy 
them." 

Ted Sollohub: "They need en- 
tertainment — something to do or 
watch while the band takea a 
break." 

Pat Marceuino: "in my estima- 
tion,, the dances held at the Stu- 
dent Center are utterly ridiculous. 
It would be fine to hold the "Sadlfc 
Hawkins" dance and some other 
formal dances there; however, t 
can't, see the sense in dressinfl 
up for a dance held in. the louge." 

Julian Wellsr "Due to the ac- 
cepted custom of some college at* 
dents to parttake of alcoholic 
beverages, the college function* 
held in the Student Center ar» 
considerably curbed. It must b* 
' noted that these students don't 
need to be bolstered, to have a 
good time; it's just that Pepsi-Co* 
la and punch need — punch I The 
.administrative requirement of & 
ban on said beverages therefore 
has a "sneaky" influence on th* 
function participants. Also the 
Student Lounge doesn't ocaciijj 
have a festive atmosphere."

Volume 1, Number 1 of THE 
BEACHCOMBER was published in 
October, 1939, without its present 
name. A contest for naming the 
publication was announced. From 
many different ideas submitted, 
the suggestion of the BEACH- 
COMBER by Alison Corey was 
selected. 

Miss Sally Hayward had the res- 
ponsible job and . distinguished 
honor of being the first Editor' - 
in -Chief of the paper. She was aid- 
ed and -supported by Miss Pearle 
Shepard, first faculty advisor. The 
remainder of the original staff 
i was composed of journalism stu- 
| dents.. One member of the staff 
i was Miss Alma Lu Meerdink, an 
outstanding educator in Palm 
Beach County. 

P.B.J.C. was then on Gardinia 
Street just across from Palm 
Beach High School, and was the 
second home of 117 students that. 
year. An important event for J.C 
was the trip to Gainesville by Pre- 
sident John I. Leonard, also Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Public In 
struction, and Howell L. Watkins, 
dean of P.B.J.C. and supervis- 
ing principal of Central Schools to 
submit an application for accre- 
ditation for the college. Philo, the 
social club for women, was organ- 
ized that year. The final issue of 
eight pages of that 1933-40 year 
served as the year book with pic- 
tures of the graduating class and 
the prophecy. 

Fred Astaire Interviewed 
Again leading the staff in 1940- 



41 was Miss Hayward,- editing a 
four page paper. Creating quite a 
lot of excitement that year was 
the interview of Fred Astaire by 
five PBJC students. Mr. Astaire 
commented that Jitterbugglng, the 
current dance, was for others; he 
preferred to "just watch." 

1941-42 found as editors Herbert 
Bennett and Marian Hallaek. 
Four new buildings were erected 
on the "Hill" that year. They were 
vocational education t work - shop, 
glee club and band. 

A Student Union Building was 
also planned and finally completed 
in February. Students became 
conscious of war as they took on 
defense measures and volunteer 
work. The paper also became 
war-conscious with editorials and 
features on men in uniform. 

In 1942-43 the college received 
its accreditation. Good Samaritan 
Hospital became affiliated with 
J.C. in training nurses, and Pre- 
sident Leonard received his hono- 
rary degree at Florida Southern 
College. 

Paper Four-Page

Basketball officials in a national poll were asked; 
"What can be clone to improve relations between couches 
and officials?" One answer was, "Send coaches home as 
soon as the gains "starts," 

Results of the questionnaire sent to sports writers 
by the Iilteriiatjonal Association of Approved Basketball 
Officials reveal that 78 per cent of the writers feel that 
mechanics (including signals) during last season had Im- 
proved. 

For the fourth straight year, newsmen agreed that 
officii! is were doing a poorer job in making players commit- 
ting fouls raise their hand. 
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The most controversial foul was the charge-block 
e plays in order were; steps, three-second 
violation and basket interference. 

Officials are not too demonstrative in the eyes of 
M per cent of the writers, "Show-boating" still is frowned 
upon by all. 

One comment was: "An official should retire when 
he loses interest or hustle. The scribes did not feel age to- 
be a factor, however. Six out of every 10 writers said that 
less backcourt fouls were called last season than in the past. 
This is a trend in the right direction. 

Most missed violation by officials is "steps." Bench 
conduct has not improved in the mind of 54 per cent. The 
only solution offered is to call more technical fouls and 
call them early in the game. 

Considerable work is being done in order to bring 
about uniformity in calls by officials in various sections of 
the nation. However, many writers declared, not much pro- 
gress has been made in recent years.. .. ■ ■ 

And, in answer to the question,' how can officials 
help the writers? came this answer: "Call fewer fouls so 
the game will be shorter and we can meet our deadline.'

The Florida Gators ran into a stubborn Mississippi 
line which was responsible for stopping several Gator march- 
es, and spelling defeat for the Gators, 7-3, 

Jimmy Dunn played an outstanding game for the 
Gators, and was a real threat to the Mississippi defense 
throughout the afternoon.

A proposed §800,000.00 will be invested in the phys- 
ical growth of Palm Beach Junior College during the next 
few years. The junior college movement does not, how- 
ever, depend solely on its physical growth. Its spiritual 
growth is equally important. 

Today one may see the growth of the college in its 
physical sense. The roar of cement mixers, the shouts of 
workmen, the pounding of nails all herald its growth. But 
is one able to find balancing sounds heralding its spiritual 
growth ? 

One has only to watch this construction in order to 
find a perfect simile. As the workmen raise the concrete 
blocks, others rush to spread the mortar — the element 
which will hold the physical school together. It is easy, 
indeed, to imagine that the blocks are the college's stu- 
dents and that the mortar is their spirit — a vital college 
ingredient. Without mortar the "halls of ivy" would tum- 
ble, even as the temple did under Sampson's might. 
Likewise college life would decay, even disappear if it were 
not for a strong spirit. 

Legislators have done a remarkable job in pushing 
the junior college movement by appropriating funds to 
existing and proposed new colleges. Educators and 
students should attempt to match their efforts by mixing 
the "perfect mortar:"

How many times have you 
heard Palm Beach Junior College 
referred to as a "glorifed high 
school"? Do you agree? 

The BEACHCOMBER con- 
ducted a survey of about twenty 
students to get their opinion of 
J.C. Comments made by students 
interviewed indicated that it was 
an individual matter. 

It is interesting to note that 
the responsibility for J.C 's con- 
dition, be it one way or the other, 
is placed in the hands of the stu- 
dents. 

Below are printed some of the 
comments made by students 
which might come in handy when 
you need a defense when someone 
refers to J.C. as a "glorified high 
school." Of the students inter- 
viewed only two were transfer 
students. 

Both Ronnie LaVergne and 
Marty Phillips gave answers 
which might prove enlightening' 
since they have both attended 
large, four-year universities. 

Joanna Jayne Giibuena — People 
who call. J.C. a glorified high 
school are generally glorified high 
school students. 

Richie Wilson— It depends on 
the student. It would be his at- 
titude toward the future. I'd be 
an example of that. First semes- 
ter last year I was out here for 
social purposes more than any- 
thing else; after nine months of 
serious contemplation I returned 
with the idea of getting an educa- 
tion. 

Tommy Valente — Some believe 
it is a glorified high school be- 
cause they had some of the same 
instructors in high school. We 
don't live on campus; also the 
college is new. I believe that the 
school is run as a college from 
the academic standpoint; for fa- 
cilities, as the .college grows so 
will the college attitude of the 
students. I am grateful to the 
Palm Beach County School Board 
for my opportunity to go to J.C. 
as I probably could not have at- 
tended college otherwise. 

Martha Brand— I think it's 
what the student makes it. If a 
student . is still living in high 
school this is still high school to 
him. Just like everything else, 
it is what you make it. 



Phil Azoon — I think a.s long as 
teachers keep up their aristo- 
cratic attitudes and place them- 
selves beyond the students' reach 
it will remain a glorified high 
school; but when the teachers put 
themselves on our basis then it 
will be more like college. 

Jim O'Hara — In the first place 
J.C. is classified as. a- secondary 
school and is therefore run by the 
regulations of a secondary school. 
If and when a more mature classi- 
fication is realized for the J.C. 
campus the students may also at- 
tain a more mature classification. 
It would be the eighth wonder of 
the modern world. 

Judy Manring — In many re- 
spects it is a glorified high school, 



perhaps because it is under 
county school board control, I 
think students should lie given 
more responsibility. I'm just 
wondering if you won't find 
everything here that a larger uni- 
versity has.

All the flavor of the post- 
Sputnik world reigned when the 
Palm Beach Junior College Sci- 
ence Department played host to 
the second annual Eleventh Reg- 
ional Science Fair Saturday, 
April 4. 

Open to students of ail public, 
■private, and parochial schools, 
grades 7-12, the Fair consisted of 
a survey of the scientific areas of 
botany, zoology and physiology, 
chemistry, physics, mathematics, 
and earth science. 

Top winners in each oi these 
categories in the junior and sen- 
ior high school levels are eligible 
to compete with regional winners 
from all over the state of Florida 
at the State Science Fair in Tal- 
lahassee, April 9-11.

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The Why Must Be Asked 

The month of March saw one of the most outstanding 
examples of poor support of extra-curricular activities ever 
to be seen on, the P.B.J.C. campus. During the first week 
of March the Department of Health and Physical Recrea- 
tion decided to sponsor a carnival in an attempt to satisfy 
student demands for more activities to enliven college life. 
The next week thirty-two letters were sent to Palm Beach 
Junior College organizations asking them to participate in 
the carnival by operating a booth or some activity. 

The letters bore the information that the Department 
would underwrite each booth up to five dollars.

Twenty-four student organizations apparently did 
not believe that it would be worth the time and bother to 
conribute to junior college life or" even to make a negative 
reply giving the reason why. 

. A minimumi of fifteen booths would be necessary for 
the success of the event. The carnival was cancelled. 

In this case, as in an earlier lack of support in a swim 
meet, the question "why" must be answered. Before junior 
college can improve its activity set-up it must first have 
the pledge of its students' support.

Both organizations were 
parent organizations for both two and four year colleges. 
They both met their death in February at their annual 
convention at Bethune-Cookman College in Daytona Beach. 
Seasons for the disbanded organizations' death include 
!ack of preparation for the February convention and also 
he fact that the. convention was held on a Negro college 
mpus. To junior college circles the reason for these 
aths is not as important as the accomplishment which 
)ms as the result of the formation of junior college or- 
nizations. It is 'an accepted fact that the aims and prola- 
ns of two- and four-year institutions are as different 
am each other as college is from high school. Size, brevity 
enrollment, and other factors have shaped the junior 
^liege's activity structure inharmonious to that of the 
versity or four-year college. 
Now that junior colleges have a common organization, 
may now attempt to attain a common goal— -to fulfill 
wonderful potential which the two-year college offers 
avernment and in publications. 

The next year shall see the success or failure of these 
ew organizations. If they fail it will be because Florida's 
umor colleges have not realized the value of such organ- 
isations; if they succeed, the next year will also see a 
uraculous innovation in campus life ... inter-collegiate 
o-operation.

Joan of Arc 

Successful, 

Memorable

So far as achievement is con- 
cerned, instructor-playwright Mr. 
Josh Crane's "Joan of Arc" was 
probably the most successful play 
performed by our students this 
year. 

Every part of the play, which 
introduced the chamber method 
of reading production to the local 
theatre scene, was executed with 
smoothness and sureness. The 
music and lighting contributed 
greatly to the effectiveness of the 
work, the latter, giving to some 
scenes a glowing, ethereal qual- 
ity, to other scenes a striking 
realism. 

The play itself related the most 
active portion of the life of St. 
John. Lane Corvey narrated, 
while Judy MacEachron por- 
trayed Joan. They were sup- 
ported by a large cast, about 
which little need be said one way 
or the other. 

The cast was decidedly strong 
in some parts, weak in others. 
The principal acclaim must go to 
Lane Corvey and Judy MacEach- 
ron. Miss Corvey's narration was 
little short of perfect, while Judy, 
through her sincerity and ability, 
certainly brought the Maid of Or- 
leans to life. 

The production as a whole was 
truly excellent in many ways, 
marred only by a few inconsist- 
encies such as poor elocution on 
the part of the judges during the 
inquisition scene. However, these 
faults were few and did not de- 
tract greatly from the otherwise 
excellent performance. It can 
well be expected that this play 
will leave a lasting impression of 
enjoyment and satisfaction on the 
memories of those who saw it.

One has only to look around campus to see this strange 
disease. at work. The complacency versus grades battle 
needs no enumeration; however complacency in student 

affairs does. 

What has your student government been doing? What 
are the organizations to which you belong doing? If you 
are unable to answer these two questions with complete 
answers, you are suffering from complacency. 

During the coming week, campaigns for student gov- 
ernment posts will swing into action. Election time activity 
has never been questioned; however a deeper activity is 
needed. The student must cast aside his cloak of com- 
placency and seek to find out what the Student Govern- 
ment does, how it affects him, and why we should be sure 
that it is run effectively.'' 

The student must know what the officers of student 
government do before he is able to judge any qualifica- 
tions that the candidates might profess. 

Having knowledge of what will be required of the 
candidates, he must then make a sincere effort to apply 
this information at the polls. When qualifications are 
seriously weighed, social and personal barriers will leave 
the voting machines with the pull of a lever. 

The disease of complacency must be cured before Palm 
Beach Junior College can be assured of a consistently A-l 
Student Government. >

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Interest Clubs— A Sleeping Giant? 

By leafing- through the Palm Beach Junior College 
annual, The Galleon, one becomes sorely aware of the 
failure of special interest organizations on campus this 
year. Several organizations have become defunct since 
first semester, others have entered a dormant stage. 

With a few exceptions, including Phi Rho Pi, Colle- 
giate Fellowship, and College Forum, this facet of junior 
college life could be bolstered tremendously. 

Independents complain that social clubs control col- 
lege activity. Before pointing the accusing finger, stu- 
dents should search within their own interest gx*oups for 
activity. While the special interest club offers outstand- 
ing potential for learning and entertainment, it has been 
left in a dormant state. 

The recent award won by Phi Rho Pi for being the 
most outstanding extra-curricular organization in Flor- 
ida's smaller colleges shows that with good organization 
and with student enthusiasm a special interest club can 
affect college life appreciably. 

Perhaps of interest to the student are the results of 
a recent survey conducted by Dean Rachel Crozier. Dean 
Crozier asked graduating sophomore girls to evaluate the 
activity set-up at the college. When asked what student 
group or activity provided the greatest pleasure of asso- 
ciation or companionship, the girls rated social, religious, 
and honorary clubs first. For best entertainment they 
answered social clubs, the College Singers, and drama. 
They wrote that religious organizations offered the great- 
est opportunity for growing- up, although several students 
answered that just attendin P.B.J.C. helped them mature. 
Religious organizations, The Beachcomber, and honorary 
organizations were lauded as being the most educational. 

The facts on the statistics report, although they were 
computed on a specialized segment of the student body, 
show that, other than religious groups, special interest 
clubs must have failed. 

What can be done? Effective organization by new of- 
ficers over the summer could have striking results. Also 
an organization similar to I.S.C.C. for interest clubs might 
prove fruitful. Until that time one has only to look at his 
picture in the Galleon line-ups and dream.

The study showed that Palm Beach Junior College 
transfer students achieved higher grade point averages 
that the median of students who had attended F.S.U. 
since their freshman year. Palm Beach Junior College 
transferees also attained a point average higher than the 
werage for the entire junior college group surveyed. ' 

All differences were in tenths of a point, with P.B.J.C. 
ransfer students attaining a mean point average of 2.64 
s compared to 2.5 achieved by transfers from other 
unior colleges.
